1 . Claims 1-77 have been examined.

2. The Information Disclosure Statement submitted by applicant on 03/07/2002 has 
been considered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 



(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



4. Claims 1-77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ginter 
et al (6,185,683 B1). 

Examiner has pointed out particular references contained in the prior arts of record in the body of this action for 
the convenience of the applicant. Although the specified citations are representative of the teachings in the art 
and are applied to the specific limitations within the individual claim, other passages and figures may apply as 
well. Applicant should consider the entire prior art as applicable as to the limitations of the claims. It is 
respectfully requested from the applicant, in preparing the response, to consider fully the entire references as 
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potentially teaching all or part of the claimed invention, as well as the context of the passage as taught by the 
prior arts or disclosed by the examiner. 

As per claims 1, 23, 25-27, 31, 50, 55-58, and 68-77 Ginter et al (6,185,683 B1) 
disclose, method, apparatus, system and computer program product comprising: a 
sender, a receiver and an intermediary (trusted) for transferring at least one 
communication from the sender to receiver, wherein the intermediary stores the content, 
timestamp the communication, where such stored content is not modifiable by the 
sender and the receiver, and where such verifiable stored content be available through 
inquiry to proper party ( see abstract; see fig.93-134 and associated text; also see the 
entire reference for other examples and details). 

Also note that the intended use of the documents is irrelevant in the art (see A recitation 
directed to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be used does not 
distinguish the claimed apparatus from the prior art if prior art has the capability to do 
so perform (See MPEP 21 14 and Ex Parte Masham. 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987)). That is 
who requesting such data or whether the storage of the content is being done based on 
a contract or negotiation or setting a time period for such content storage since the 
process of the content, time stamping of it and non-modification of the content is 
disclosed bv the reference). Also Ginter disclose any type of the communication in the 
network environment wireless or wired network. 



As per claims 2-22, 24, 28-30, 32-49, 51-54, and 59-67 Ginter et al (6,185,683 B1) 
disclose, method, apparatus, system and computer program product of the limitations of 
the above claims throughout entire reference (see the entire reference for the numerous 
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examples of the above limitations). Please be advised that claim 8 and similar claims 
only disclose the at least one from the group including, e-mail, mail address, url, etc. 
therefore Ginter is disclosing receiver identification based on at least one such category 
in many different examples and based on different selection from the group. 

• Also be advised that claims are written in such broad language that drawing of 
the claims language on a page of a paper would show unless there is a specific 
claims in relationship with the specification, the claims contain nothing more than 
archiving any transmission of the data between a sender to a receiver by a third 
party which is time stamped and in non-modification format having, expired or 
non-expired time period which is known in the art of electronic banking, network 
administrator security art, etc. 

• Examiner suggests special attention to the Ginter reference as whole and other 
related art mentioned in the PTO-892 in order a more specific amended claims or 
a proper response which deals with the invention itself and not non-inventive 
known related topics in order to expedite the process of the examination since 
the application was filed in 2001 , almost 5 years ago.
